THE CONSPIRACY. 


Woe got this information from one of the murderers (who 
shall be nameless.) Mr, Train made each take an oath not to 
reveal the plot. He said that we are all being murdered here 
through this putrid stench they call air, and we are justified 
in wetting out. And then he remarked naively, “ We can 
surronder gurselves to some better place where they will 
allow us to live.” He said over forty men had been murdered 
since he came in, He showed us, said our informant, how 
easily wo could take the Tombs without losing a life. He 
spoke of strategy at Marseilles in protecting Cluseret against 
the guards. 

TUE PLAX OF BATTLE, 


Ho showed us where all the alarm wires and belts were that 
connected with the police outside—one was near his door; 
those were to be cat. Ile then showed us where the keepers 
carried their revolvers. The plan was, at a given signal to 
pinion the Keeper, on every corridor and force them into 
the cells; 56 was the one for the second tier. By this plan no 
alarm could be given outside, and the wires all cut nobody 
could be notified. Then, having got possession of the keys, 
the prisoners were all to be liberated, and, under strict disci- 

The hour 
selected was about three o'clock, when the visitors were all 
gone and the patrol was away. Then the whole four hundred

Wickronp, R. I., March 15, 1873. 
The post-mortem examination and chemical analysis in 
the caso of James N. Thomas, who died at Wickford Junc- 
tion under suspicious circumstances, was made public to-day 
by Drs. Jackson and Vaughn. The disinterment was made 
at the urgent request of Mr. Thomas’ son, who had suspi- 
cions that his father had been poisoned, and that, too, by 


his step-mother, rumor says, in order to come into possession 


of the deceased's property, which is reported to be very val- 
uable. Both of the examiners present a report that Thomas" 
sudden demise was owing to nitrate of potassi, found crys- 
tallized to the amount of 304 grains in the stomach. The 
affair has created a profound sensation in this quiet village, 
and the result confirms the worst suspicions entertained as 
to the perpetrator of the crime. The matter bas been placed 
in the hands of the authorities, and every effort will be made 
to ferret out the guilty. Further disclosures are expected 
to-morrow.—New York Times.

This is not the first instance of trance in the Trilling fam- 
lly. Tho child's father lay three weeks specchless and mo- 
tionless before he died; ahd a brother of the father—I have 
only the woman's unsupported statement for this, bo it borne 
in mind—lay six months and s week in the same condition 
before his demise. The mother of the entranced girl has 
married n setond husband, a man named Sadler, an agricul- — 
tural laborer, earning twelve shillings a week. Mra. Sadler 
has had twelve children, but there are only two of them at 
home besides the insensiblo girl, and they are boys of ten and 
fifteen years of age, able to earn something. Up to the ugs 
of eleven the child Ann Trilling enjoyed perfect health; — 
then, however, sho was afflicted with abscessesin her neck. 
To get cured of these she was admitted into Reading Mos- — 
pital, where for sévohteen weeks she was treated, Ultimately 
the hospital authorities, according to the mother's account, — 
discharged her on the ground thut they could do no more 
than they had done. It was on a'luesday that the child onamo 
out of the hospital, and, there boling no more convenient 
method of earrying her home, she was placed In what the 
motber describes as a “ jolting old cart.“ As soon us she | 
reached home the child, for the first time in her life, was 
seized with fits, begun to grow drowsy, had fresh fits fro- 
quently, and, recovering, Wis drowsier still. This continued 
until the Thursday following the Tuesday on which she left 
Reading Hospital—the 20th of March, 1871, was the date 
and on the evening of that day she roused herself and begun 
to talk to her mother about her pains, telling her she wished — 
she could dio and be at rest. Tho mother’s narrative Is, that 
she told the little girl to pray, and that they prayed together 
tho child rocking herself to and fro, with her hands clasped, 
gradually losing comttiand over herself and growing moro 
and more convulsed, her oyes rolling wildly and her limbs 
twitching. The mother, alarmed at these symptoms, sent 
immediately to Dr. Hammond at Stoke Church, but when he 
arrived, to uso her own expression, “„the child was fixed: 
down.” That ís to any, sho had sunk into a state of insonsi- 
bility in which she now remains. For soveral months her in- 
animate condition was disturbed by fits of a kind similar to 
those which at first attacked her, and during her convulsions 
sho would utter moaning sounds, as though in pain; but from 
the 20th Maroh, 1871, until the present time—twenty-two 
months—she has nover once voluntarily moved from any 
position in whioh she has been laid, has nover opened her 
eyes to look about her nor uttered any word or sound, or 
mado any sign that she was conscious of living.
